Bill Kilbride First to Get Artificial 
Limb in Brace Shop, and He’s Proud 


By CPL. BERNARD ASBEL 


Pvt. William P. Kilbride tried on 
his new right hand this week and 
he’s proud of it. 


He is the first McGuire patient 
to be fitted in the hospital’s new 
artificial limb ‘shop, designed to be 
the largest establishment of its kind 
in the Army. 

; | “When I was first fitted,” said the 
;red-headed Ward 2 patient, “I 
| wasn’t sure that I’d like it too much. 

_ | But as soon as I learned I could pick 

a coin off the floor, or hold a cigar- 

ette—and most of all, handle a big 

bottle of beer—why, I wouldn’t 
know what to do without it now.” 

Kilbride has been getting good 
reports from the instructor of his 
automobile driving class, adding 
even further to his favorable view 
on GI orthopedic appliances. 

In two days he was fitted for both 
a “dress hand” and a “work hand.” 
The dress hand. is a life-like model 
with an opposable thumb. While 
not as useful as the work hand, 
Kilbride has found no difficulty in 
using it to pick up and hold small 
objects with a firm grasp, and finds 
it easier to hold a pencil with. A 
slight crook in the fingers forms a 
natural writing position. He intends 
to learn writing with both his arti- 
ficial right hand and his own left 
hand.

The 19-year-old ski troop veteran 
claims that all of his Building 108 
buddies are jealous of him because 
he was first to be fittted.

Q. I am about to be discharged 
for loss of a hand in combat. If 
other disabilities show up after I 
am discharged from the Army, will 
my disability pension be increased? 
A. Yes, if such additional dis- 
abilities are considered to be a re- 
sult of your Army service, and were 
incurred in line of duty, your pen- 
sion may be increased. If this oc- 
curs, you should file an application 
for adjustment of your pension, 
through your local Veterans Admin- 
istration Office. 


Q. After I am discharged from the 
Army, and am receiving a pension 
for a nerve injury causing loss of 
use of my arm, will my pension be 
decreased if I am able to get along 
as well as I could before going into 
the Army, and am earning as much 
money as I was in my pre-war job? 


A. No, as long as the nerve ‘injury 
exists, you will continue to receive 
your pension, regardless of your 
ability to overcome this handicap, 
and regardless of the amount of 
mioney you are earning. 


Q. After I am discharged, if I can 
get my old job back with the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, will I 
still receive my disability pension? 


A. Yes, you will still receive a dis- 
ability pension, even though you 
have a U. S. government job. Your 
pension continues regardless of the 
type of job you have after you are 
discharged.
